The  past  week  was  extremely  hot  and  dry,  CAUSiING  drouth  conditions  to  become 

MORE  ACUTE  IN  THE  CENTRAL  PART  OF  THE  STATE,  AND  CROPS  AND  RANGES  TO  DETERIORATE 
GENERALLY  WHERE  NOT  IRRIGATED.  LESS,  BENEFIT  THAN  EXPECTED  WAS  DERIVED  FROM  LAST. 
week’s  RAINS  AND  BRIEF  COOL  SPELl.  BECAUSE  OF  THE  RAPID  RATE  OF  RUNOFF  AND  POOR 
ABSORPTION  OF  THE  RAINFALL  AND  THE  EARLY.  RETURN  AND  CONTINUANCE  OF  THE  HOT,  DRY 
WEATHER.  WaNY  DRYLAND  AREAS  IN  THE  'icNTRAL  AND  EASTERN  PARTS  ARE  NOW  SO  PARCHED 
THAT  FURTHER  DETERIORATION  OF  CROP  AND  RANGE  CONDITIONS  IS  NOT  POSSIBLE.  A  GREAT 

MANY  FARMERS  AND  RANCHERS  IN  THE  DROUTH  AREA  ARE  WITHOUT  CROPS  OF  ANY  KIND,  AND  ' 

HAVE,  OR  WILL  HAVE  TO  DISPOSE  OF  ALL  LIVESTOCK  BEYOND  WHAT  ARE  NEEDED  FOR  WORK  STOCK 
AND  POSSIBLY  A  SMA  LL'  FOUNDATION  HERD  FOR  WHICH  FEED  MUST  BE  LARGELY  SHIPPED  IN, 

Weather  conditions  were  favorable  for  haying  and  the  harvesting  of  small 

GRAINS  AND  PEAS.  CUTTING  0 F  W I LD  HAY  IS  NOW  IN  FULL  SWING  IN  THE  WEST  W I TH  THE 

SECOHD  CROP  OF  ALFALFA  ALSO  READY  FOR  CUTTING  IN  SOME  PLACES.  ONLY  A  LIGHT  SECOND
